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Avalanche Preserve gets Boyne City Attention 


Boyne City’s Avalanche Mountain 
will get attention this year, thanks to a 
combination of Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, Michigan Youth Corps, and the 
city contingency fund. 

The combined effort is part of a 
face-saving job that will spread over a 
few years to prevent erosion on the 
steep side of the mountain. 

At Tuesday’s city commission meet- 
ing, district conservationist Terry De 
Bruyn geported on a topographical 
sutvey and a proposed walkway. The 
path would help to reduce erosion on 
the face of the mountain as well as 
provide for safety and enjoyment of 
the view from that eminence. 

DeBruyn said the walkway would be 
comprised of 150 feet of wood-chip 
trail and about 250 feet of steps, 
spread out to ease the climb which is 
187 feet high. 

The walkway would end with a view- 
ing platform, built at the point where 
the first chairlift tower used to be. 


Commissioners reviewed the tenta- 
tive materials cost which could come 
to $4,000, but which would be the 
main expense, and decided to approve 
the project. 

‘| don’t think we’ll ever have a 
better opportunity to do this,’’ said 
commissioner Thelma Behling. ‘‘And 
something has to be done.”’ 

City clerk Tom Garlock added, ‘‘The 
question is on recreation (expenditure) 
how far can we spread ourselves...but 
we have to save the hill.”’ 

No line item in the budget covers 
the expense, although policy state- 
ments commit the city to advance con- 
setvation on the mountain. As a result 
the money will come from contingency 
funds. 

A decision was necessary Tuesday 
in order to take advantage of an open- 
ing in SCS scheduling. The project 
May possibly be complete by Septem- 
ber. Additional projects may be under- 
taken next year, both for safety and to 
prevent further erosion. 


EJ Postal employee 
files EEO complaints 


Charges by a 43-year-old Vietnam 
veteran, Cloyce Carl Miller, are being 
investigated by the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity section of the Sag- 
inaw District post office after Miller 
complained to them about the harass- 
ment that he has been receiving on the 
job at the East Jordan Post Office. 

The charges are under investigation 
by Gertrude Bowman of the post office 


who is fooking into harassment on the 


job due to Miller being ‘the only male 
mail'clerk in the office, genera! haras- 
stent about the job that he is doing, 
and harassment because he is a pat- 
tially disabled Vietnam veteran. 

The Charlevoix resident was hired 
by the post office on June 14, with, 
according to Miller, full knowledge of 
the disability that he sustained while 
serving in Vietnam. 

Miller was injured when the convoy 
he was traveling in was hit by enemy 
rocket fire during a rocket attack. His 
vision was affected due to a scar on his 
retina in one eye as well as other 
itijtities he sustained. 

“Miller is receiving benefits from the 
government amounting to a 40 percent 
disability. 

Miller called Pat Kline, the district 
service officer working exclusively 
with Vietnam veterans, to help him try 
to work out the complaints with the 
management of the post office. 


- The continuing battle against the 
sea lamprey by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service (FWS) will soon come 
to the Jordan and Boyne rivets. 

Sea lamprey control basically con- 
sists of eliminating lamprey larvae in 
streams flowing into the Great Lakes, 
thereby protecting the Lakes’ fish pop- 
ulations. 

A FWS crew of fishery biologists 
and technicians with experience in sea 
lamprey control will arrive from Lud- 
ington on July 31 to set up mobile 
living quarters and laboratory facili- 
ties at the East Jordan Tourist Park. 

Initial work will include stream 
velocity and volume measurements, 
water chemistries, bioassays, and 
placement of control equipment, ac- 
cording to Robert Morman, supervisor 


Kline is working with Miller, acting 
on his behalf as his representative to 
help make sure Miller’s rights are 
protected. 

‘‘Any disabled vet has to put up 
with a lot,’’ said Kline, ‘‘They all have 
a cross to bear and the employers 
should be able to respect that fact that 
these men have already given a lot to 
their country.”

A critical study of stream flow 
patterns is done with rodamine WT 
dye, a material that may turn the 
water a bright pink, but is nontoxic to 
people, fish and wildlife. 

This initial information will then be 
used to determine the. amount of lam- 
pricide (TFM) that will be applied to 
the stream and the duration of the 
treatment. 

The lampricide, at levels of concen- 
tration used in the treatment, selec- 
tively destroys lampreys, but is non- 
toxic to humans, pets, livestock and 
other animals. Once in a great while 
fish kills take place. For example, fish 
weakened through spawning may die 
as a result of the treatment, as well as

In addition, any aquatic 
organisms, such as bait minnows, that 
are confined artificially in the stream 
water may be susceptible to the lam- 
pricide because of crowding and hand- 
ling. Those individuals who keep such 
organisms should consider using an 
alternate supply of water during treat- 
ment. 

State fish and game agencies are 
contacted prior to TFM treatments as 
are municipalities that use streams as 
sources of potable water. Agricultural 
irrigators will also be notified and 
asked to suspend irrigation for a 24- 
hour period during and immediately 
after treatment.

Swarm situation serious 


Judi Kenyon met about 3000 bees 
Saturday and decided no thanks. The 
bees had chosen her house for their 
new home, so Kenyon called LeRoy 
Barnes, a bee keeper in Walloon Lake. 
Barnes said later that she sounded 
pretty caim so he went ahead to finish 
eating lunch. 

When the phone rang again and 
Kenyon exclaimed, ‘‘I'm allergic to 
bees!’’ Barnes and his wife fergot 
lunch and hurried over to capture the 
swarming insects. 

Kenyon described the scene. Bees 
covered the windows, the light fix- 
tures, and filled the closet. Barnes, 
she said, put his hands right into the 
swarm. 

She found out later that bees are not 


cide and the control program, sea lam- 
preys had virtually eliminated lake 
trout populations in the Great Lakes. 
The control program initiated in 1956 
by the Great Lakes Fishery Commis- 
sion, was begun in tributaries of Lake 
Superior in 1958. Lake Michigan 
streams were first treated in 1960, fol- 
lowed by treatment of Lake Huron 
tributaries in 1961 and Lake Ontario 
tributaries in 1972. 

The Jordan and Boyne rivers were 
last treated in 1981 and the current 
effort will be the sixth and seventh 
treatments, respectively, of the 
streams since 1961. 

FWS records indicate the sea lam- 
prey first invaded Lake Ontario in the 
eatly 1800’s and subsequently en- 
tered Lake Erie via the Welland Canal 


around 1921. Within a few decades, 
the lampreys infiltrated the upper 
Great Lakes and severely reduced the 
number of lake trout and other fish 
species. 

Repeated treatment of tributaries to 
the Great Lakes are necessary for con- 
trol because of the impossibility of 
eliminating adult lampreys in the 
Great Lakes. Adult lampreys enter the 
streams to spawn, after which they 
die. The larvae live in the stream 
bottom for several years. Later, as 
adults, they move into the lake to prey 
on fish. The control program is de- 
signed to remove the larvae in the 
streams before they can develop into 
the adult parasitic form.

What Barnes was trying to do was 
locate their queen, because the bees 
would not leave without her. It was a 
losing battle because the bees began 
getting in under the roof.

Barnes said bees swarm when the! 
hive becomes overcrowded. All bee 
keepers should be licensed, he said, as 
a means of making sure hives are 


tended well enough to prevent 
swarming. 

While the swarming itself isn’t dan- 
gerous, having bees setting up busi- 
ness in your house can be vety dan- 
getous to those with bee allergies. 

Another swarm was reported last 
week when a delivery truck was cov- 
ered with bees. 

Kenyon said, as she surveyed the 
heaps of bee carcasses in her front 
yard, “I realize bees have their pur- 
pose, but when your sky is black with 
them, it’s frightening.”*

DSS warning 
parents of 
fake workers 


The Charlevoix and Emmet County 
Departments of Social Services are 
warning the residents of both counties 
to be alert to anyone attempting to 
remove children from their homes on 
the pretext of child abuse. There have 
been several reports of persons falsely 
representing themselves as employees 
of the Department of Social Services or 
the Department of Public Health and 
attempting to remove children from 
their homes. On July 25th, two women 
made such an attempt in Millersburg 
which is near Onaway. In May, five 
other incidents were reported in Bea- 
verton, Sanford, Alma, and St. Louis 
areas. 

Two suspects were involved in the 
May impersonations, and it is not cer- 
tain whether one of these suspects was 
joined by a third in the Millersburg 
incident or if it was two different 
people. The four descriptions of the 
suspects have been released. 

The first suspect was described as a 
white femal, 30 to 40 years of age, 
5'8”" to 5°10’’, 180-250 Ibs, broad full 
Yace, large nose, mole off upper lip aad 
lower left cheek. She has yellowed or 
stained teeth, bad breath and strong 
body odor. She uses makeup base only 
or heavy makeup and is probably 
wearing wigs as her hair is described 
from dark brown to strawberry blonde. 

The second suspect is a white male, 
34 to 40 years of age, tall, heavy, 
stocky build, black curly hair, bushy 
eyebrows, large broad flat nose, and 
round full face. He talks with a south- 
ern accent and his right little finger is 
missing. He dresses neatly in a three- 
piece suit and has well manicured 
hands. He uses Old Spice after-shave 
lotion and wears mirrored sun glasses. 

The third suspect is a tall, white 
female, 30 to 35 years of age, with 
dark hair, She has a very prominent 
scar on the right side of her neck. 

The fourth suspect is a white fe- 
male 30 to 35 years of age with dyed 
blond hair. She has a large mole on the 
left side of her face. 

Four different vehicles have been 
described in these incidents. They in- 
clude an older model AMC Gremlin, a 
dark blue 1975 Oldsmobile or Ford 
station wagon, a brown Chevrolet and 
a gteen car. Occasionally, the cars 
have had some type of shield on the 
door, 

Richard H. Tillen and Jerry Jone- 
son, Directors of the Charlevoix Coun- 
ty and Emmet County Departments of 
Social Services both indicated that 
when DSS employees intervene to pro- 
tect endangered children they must 
have a court order and/or be accem- 
panied by a police officer before they 
can remove children from their par- 
ents’ home. Gerald Chase, Adminis- 
trator of the District 3 Health Depart- 
ment stated that their employees do 
not remove children under any circum- 
stances. 

Since the impersonators in Millers- 
burg had official-looking computer 
printouts which contained information 
about the victims of this attempt, 
people should be extremely cautions if 
confronted by anyone who makes ac- 
cusations of child abuse and attempts 
to remove children from their home. It 
is suggested in such situations that 
people call their local police depart- 
ment and/or their local Department of 
Social Services before releasing their 
child to anyone. 

Anyone who hears of this type of 
incident is requested to immediately 
contact their local police department 
and the Office of Inspector General in 
Lansing at 517-373-8485.

STATEWIDE TROUT AND SALMON 
REGULATIONS 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meet- 
ing on July 13, 1984, under the authority of Act 
165, P.A. 1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 
1925, as amended, ordered that for the period 
beginning September 1, 1984, and ending March 
31, 1987, no person shall possess, take or attempt 
to take, any species of trout or salmon from any of 
the waters of this state except by hook and line 
during the open seasons prescribed, and within the 
minimum size limits and maximum possession 
limits indicated bleow. 

Statewide open seasons on all trout streams and 
designated trout lakes shal! be from the last Satur- 
day in April through September 30 (longer on 
waters designated by the Director for extended 
fishing under Act 165) on all trout and salmon. 
Statewide open seasons on ali other inland lakes 
and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all trout 
and salmon except on Lake Huron and its tributary 
streams and on Lake Michigan and its tributary 
streams the season on lake trout is from May 1 
through August 15. 

Size limits shall be 8 inches in Lower Peninsula 
streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, 
ang 10 inches on all lakes. The possession limit for 
trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in com- 
bination but no more than 2 lake trout or splake 
from Lake Michigan and its tributary streams or 3 
lake trout or splake from Lake Superior and Lake 
Huron and their tributary streams, except that an 
additional 5 brook or brown trout may be taken 
from streams from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 only. 

In addition to one day’s possession limit of 
salmon and trout, a person may possess an addi- 
tional two day’s possession limit of processed sal- 
mon. For the purposes of the Commission Order 
the term processed means: 

(a) Canned in a sealed container 
(b)Cured by smoking or drying 
(c) Frozen in a solid state 


Any processed salmon or trout aboard a vessel 
on the water or at dockside shall be included in the 
daily possession limit.
